“ I was alway s a Blaine man ifnd

o f coal which were shov eled into the 
maws of the ship s’ fu rnaces d u ring the 
twelv e months. 
For these two items 
alone—p rov isions and coal—the com­ 
p any p aid the enormou s su m of $12,- 
296 ,7 35 . and the greater p art of this 
fortu ne d rop p ed into the coffers of Un­ 
cle Sam. 
Co st o f Pro v isio ns. 
T hat seasick ness d oes not alway s in­ 
terfere with the ap p etite of ocean trav ­ 
elers is ev id enced by this ex p end itu re 
of almost $5 .000,000 for p rov isions. The 
bu tcher, as u su al, reap ed the great­ 
est harv est in the m atter of p rov isions, 
his bill to the steamship comp any in 
q u estion for the y ear being $1,6 8 5 ,000.

ROBERT J. COLLIER PLANS 
TO FLY ACROSS ATLANTIC 


Publisher Building a Hy dro aero plane, 
Marblehead Hears. 
1 i 1 * 
Robert J Collier, the New York p u b­ 
lisher, it is said , will attem p t to cross 
the Atlau tic ocean in the fall in a fly ­ 
ing boat eq u ip p ed with a 200 horse­ 
p ower engine of French d esign and 
cap able of 100 miles an hou r or more. 
The hy d roaerop lane is being con­ 
stru cted at the Bu rgess-Cu rtix s aero 
p lant, Marblehead , Mass., with mu ch 
secrecy . 
It will be larger and nearly 
twice as sw ift as the craft constru ct­ 
ed for the nav y d ep artment recently , 
which 
has 
mad e 
forty 
su ccessfu l 
flights. 
It will cost between $15 ,000 
and $20,000. 
Mr. Collier, it is said , told the d esign­ 
ers that he wanted the craft merely 
for sp ort, bu t his intimate friend s say 
that he is bent u p on attem p ting the 
transatlantic fiight. 
lie has been to 
Marblehead set oral times in the p ast 
few w eek s and will try ou t the fly ing 
boat ov er the harbor iu abou t two 
week s. 
The machine will be entirely 
finished by the mid d le of Ju ly . 
The fly ing boat, it is said , will be the 
largest and fastest hy d roaerop lane in 
the world . 
A sp ecial twenty cy lind er 
Au zani engine, with 200 horsep ower, 
has been imp orted at a cost of $10,000. 
It is mad e almost entirely of nlu min 
iu m. weighing al>ou t 7 00 p ou nd s. The 
gross weight of the machine, inclu d ing 
the weight of the av iator and a p as­ 
senger, will he 2.200 p ou nd s. 
The 
p lanes are forty -fiv e feet in length from 
tip to tip and are mad e of sp ecial v ar 
nished linen. 
They are sev en feet ap art and su p ­ 
p orted by a single line of u p rights of 
steel, with steel wire bracings, resem­ 
bling cables on su sp ension brid ge« . 
The p rop ellers hav e eight foot blad es, 
mad e of solid mahogany , set at right 
angles, mak ing fou r blad es. 
The en­ 
gine is situ ated between t he p lanes, lie- 
hind and almost two feet abov e the 
head of the op erator. 
It can easily lie 
“tu rned ov er” by a wheel arrangement 
withou t 
necessitating 
the 
op erator 
leav ing his seat. 
Besid es carry ing a tank with a ca­ 
p acity of fifty gallons, there is room in 
the craft for another tank of the same 
size. This wou ld giv e Mr. Collier su f* 
ficient gasoline to carry him across the 
ocean. 
The air craft will sit lightly on the 
w ater and in this p osition can mak e 
from six ty to sev enty -fiv e miles an 
hou r,. 
It is u nsink able. and this, with 
its sp eed , remov es most of the d anger 
of d escend ing to the water in flight 
All p arts of the fly ing boat hav e been 
finished , and it will tak e abou t two 
week s longer to assemble them. 
The 
craft resembles the nav al fly ing boat 
bu t is sev eral feet longer, and its en 
gine will hav e three times the horse­ 
p ower.

DOUBLE TRAGEDY AT

Harry Knight and Mechanician 


Killed In Race. 


Columbus, 
O., 
July 
5.—Instantly 
killed was Harry C. Knig ht of Indian­ 
apolis and his mechanicia« n, Milton Mc- 
CalLis of Houston, Tex., was fatally in­ 
jured here y esterday afternoon when 
Knig ht’s car blew a rig ht rear tire and 
capsized on the 110th lap of the 200- 
mile automobile race. 
McCallis suc­ 
cumbed to concussion of the brain a 
few hours later. 
Knig ht was said to have been run­ 
ning at seventy miles an hour when 
the accident occurred. 
Johnny Jenkins of Spring field, O., 
was following Knig ht at a short dis­ 
tance, and, according to some of the 
witnesses, ran over Knig ht’s body. 
Knig ht’s head was badly mashed and 
the top part torn off. 
His leg s were 
driven to his arm pits and the rem ain­ 
der of the body badly mutilated. 
Mc­ 
Callis, who died in the hospital, was 
nineteen y ears old. 
Ralph DePalma, who was following 
close on the heels of Knig ht and Jen­ 
kins, manag ed to shave by the wreck 
without smashing into It. 
The ac­ 
cident occurred almost immediately In 
front of the g randstand and was wit­ 
nessed by thousands of spectators. 
Althoug h Knig ht g ave his residence 
as rndianapeflis, his parents reside at 
Jonesboro, Ind. 
He was twenty -three 
y ears old. 
He g ained Che title of 
“Hero of the Indianapolis Speedway ” 
two or three y ears ag jo when he 
smashed into the pits In preference to 
running down a driver who had been 
thrown from his car to the traok. 
Just previous to the aocident Knig ht 
had been officially declared out of the 
race because of time lost wfth eng ine 
trouble. Reg ardless of tho officials he 
re-entered the race. 
Ralph Mulford won the race, break­ 
ing the world's record for 200 miles on 
a dirt track. He went the distance in 
3:21:48 .

A THING ALMOST PAST BELIEF 


When 
Confederate 
Veterans 
Swung 


Into That Wonderful Gettysburg Pa­ 


rade 
Singing 
“Marching 
Through 


Georgia,” Arm in Arm With Union 


Veterans, W hose Bandsmen Were 


Playing “Dixie,” Rancor Vanished. 


Getty sburg , Pa., July 5.—The real 
feature of the last day of the soldiers’ 
reunion was the parade, the sing ing , 
shouting 
parade 
while Confederate 
bands 
play ed 
“Marching 
Throug h 
Georg ia” and Federal bands stirred the 
echoes 
of 
the 
Round 
Tops 
with 
“Dixie.” 
The paraders were made up 
of old men who had* found their y outh 
on the field of Getty sburg and who 
marched with their hands on each oth­ 
e r’s shoulders or their arm s around 
each other’s necks. 
No one episode of the semi-centen­ 
nial celebration testified so finely to 
the one big fact that the veterans of 
the blue and g ray not only have thor­ 
oug hly enjoy ed themselves, but that 
all bitterness, all soreness, has passed 
away and that every dollar that our 
Uncle Sam and the states spent was 
mig hty well spent in bring ing them 
tog ether. 
At neariy every Confederate camp 
were half a dozen Union veterans. 
Across the camp, among the Federal 
veterans, the Confederates were visit­ 
ing . Presently a 
uned up. The 
bandsters 
came 
i 
the 
slope 
throug h the Virg in.- camp. 
W ith a 
shout of joy the Virg inians, catching 
hold of the visiting Federáis, trailed 
after the band. As they passed camp 
after camp, the old men fell into line. 
A strong voice took up “Marching 
Throug h Georg ia.” In all the past fifty 
y ears you could hardly have found 
a 
Confederate soldier who would have 
sung that song , 
ftere, however, they 
shouted its swing im? cadences enthu­ 
siastically . Led by the band they sang 
it, clear into the mklst of the northern 
camps, and then the Union soldiers, 
joining the parade with their own 
band. Insisted on “Dixie” until the 
bandsmen were breathless. 
Round and round th e camp they 
went until finally they routed out Brig ' 
adier General Lig g ett, U. S. A., com­ 
manding the reunion camp. 
The g en­ 
eral cheered lustily and laug hed with 
a chorus of thousands. 
The story of 
that parade will be told many times 
in small towns and villag es all over 
the United States. 
It was deeply , im­ 
pressively sig nificant of a finally re­ 
united nation. 
As President Wilson 
said, in closing his address before the 
veterans: 
“How shall we hold such thoug hts in 
our hearts 
and not be moved? 
I 
would not have you live even today 
wholly in the past, but would wish to 
stand 
with you in the lig ht that 
stream s upon us now out of that g reat 
day g one by. 
Here is the nation God 
has builded by our hands. W hat shall 
we do with it? 
Who stands ready to 
act ag ain and alway s in the spirit of 
this day of reunion and hope and pa­ 
triotic fervor? 
The day of our coun­ 
try ’s life has but broadened Into morn­ 
ing . I>o not put uniforms by. Put the 
harness of the present on. 
Lift y our 
ey es to the g reat tracts of life y et to 
l>e conquered In the interest of rig ht­ 
eous peace, of that prosperity which 
lies in a people’s hearts and outlasts 
all wars and errors of men. Come, let 
us be comrades and soldiers y et to 
serve our fellow men in quiet counsel, 
where the blare of tm m pets Is neither 
heard nor heeded and where the thing s 
are done which make blessed the na­ 
tions of tho world Tn peace and rig ht­ 
eousness and love.” 
Perfect weather and perfect treat­ 
m ent combined with their own lig ht­ 
hearted enjoy ment, kept the veterans 
well and vig orous during the week. 
The deaths, eig ht out of 
5 0,000 
old 
men, tell the story better than any 
number of words could do. Somehow, 
fot g ood reason or not the southern­ 
ers seem to feel that they have had the 
cream of the g ood time. 
It is abso­ 
lutely true that a Confederate soldier 
couldn’t buy a drink if a Union man 
was in hearing . 
Down in Getty sburg 
town it was the commonest thing in 
the world to hear: 
“Put that money 
up, comrade. 
You cannot spend any ­ 
thing here. 
It’s Confederate money , 
any how.” 
This morning the outrush beg an to 
bother the railroad people. 
It is no 
simple m atter to handle the many spe- 
cial and reg ular trains over a sing le 
line of railroad. 
The United States 
army , throug h Major Normoy le, is aid­ 
ing the railroad and is employ ing in 
the entraining work the same perfect 
sy stem that it uses in other m atters. 
By tonig ht there will be at most only 
a few hundred veterans left in camp, 
as the encampment ends officially on 
Sunday morning .

“January and February of 1816 
were warm and spring-like. 
March 
was cold 
and 
stormy. 
Vegetation 
had gotten v ery well along in April, 
when real winter set in. 
Sleet and 
snow fell on sev en different days in 
May. 
In June 
there 
wras 
either 
frost or snow ev ery night but three. 
The snow was fiv e inches deep for 
sev eral days in succession in the 
interior of New York and from ten 
inches to three feet in Vermont and 
Maine. 
July was cold and 
frosty. 
Ice formed as thick as window panes 
in ev ery one of the 
New 
England 
state. 
August was still worse. 
Ice

A little more than a year ago. 
Mr. 
Gunckel was persuaded by a group

Believ ing strongly that 
he is well gov erened only who gov ­ 
erns himself, Mr. Gunckel early set 
about finding the fundamentals of 
boy nature.

study to the solution

teachers seems the greatest problem 
of the school—the growing boy. 
Mr. Gunckel called his first group 
of street merchant friends the To­ 
ledo 
Newsboys’ 
Association, 
and 
constituted 
himself 
president.

separated the members into smaller 
groups, according to residential rela­ 
tions, gav e each group boy officers, 
drew up a simple constitution, abol­ 
ished all dues or assessments, 
im­

is taught the boys when the sturdy 
spirit of independence is so inculca­ 
ted tht ev ery boy scorns to beg.

or “short changes” a customer, is so 
rare as to seem quite a curiosity. 
While, despite his best efforts, Mr. 
Gunckel fails with some boys, I wish 
to state, as my testimony to the 
efficiency of his work, that I hav e 
not seen anywhere street merchant 
so uniformly polite

tariff bill. They did not conclude their 
work and are holding another meeting 
today. 
The caucus also is in session 
today, and it is understood that before 
the close of the day the bill will be 
ready for the printer. 
Chairman Sim­ 
mons said that he hoped to report the 
bill Wednesday of next week and to 
obtain an agreement by unanimous 
consent to have the debate on the 
measure begin in the senate on Mon- 
day, July 14. 
“I do not believe the senate will re­ 
quire more than five weeks to com­ 
plete consideration of the bill,” said 
Senator 
Simmons. 
The 
optimistic 
view expressed by the chairman of the 
finance committee, however, is not 
shared by his colleagues in the com­ 
mittee or by senate leaders generally. 
They expect the debate to r..n aloug 
for two months. 
Chairman Simmons expressed the 
opinion that the average ad valorem 
duty carried by the new bill, as it will 
be reported to the senate, will not be 
far from 25 per cent, or from 6 to 8 
per cent below the average rate of the 
house bill. 


MOB SEIZES JOHANNESBURG 


Striking Miners Create a Condition of 


Actual Anarchy. 
Johannesburg, July 5.—Anarchy is 
rampant here as a result of the devel­ 
opment in the strike of the Rand mi­ 
ners. 
A large part of the city is in 
the hands of a violent mob and fire 
and riot hold sway. 
The troops and 
police are not strong enough to keep 
order. 
The trouble began with an attempt 
by the authorities to prevent a demon­ 
stration by the striking miners in the 
market square. 
Hundreds of mount­ 
ed and unmounted police and a force 
of dragoons ordered the meeting to 
disperse. 
They were met with voljeys 
of stones and bottles. 
The mounted 
men then charged, and though several 
saddles were emptied with stones, the 
crowd was pushed back. 
The mob gathered again and at­ 
tacked the police and soldiers, where­ 
upon the dragoons charged with their 
swords, using the flat side. Many per­ 
sons were hurt and one man was tram­ 
pled upon and killed. 
The mob then avoided the troops 
and 
spread 
into 
the 
surrounding 
streets. 
Some of them compelled the 
tramwavmen to leave their cars. Oth­ 
ers attacked the offices of the main 
mine and wrecked them. 
The mob 
then raged around the city, smashing 
the windows of stores and looting the 
places of gunsmiths. They attacked 
the offices of the Star newspaper and 
set fire to them. 
The railroad service 
to and from Johannesburg has com­ 
pletely siopped.
